The Board of Supervisors convened in adjourned session, members present Chair 

Creston Schubert, Raymond Drey and Rhett Leonard.  

Minutes of the meeting held May 28, 2019 were read and approved. 

Thad Cosgrove was present to discuss a proposed resolution with regards to County 

support for a CAT grant application for a swimming pool project in the City of Holstein. 

County Engineer Jeff Williams was present to discuss the Allen Tripp bridge project.  

It was the consensus of the Board to present this issue to the County Attorney for a legal 

opinion.   

Leonard moved and Drey seconded a motion to approve the plans and proposal for 

county wide road painting and setting a bid letting date for June 28 at 10:00 a.m.  Motion 

carried, all voting Aye. 

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

a Utility Permit for West Central Iowa Rural Water located in Grant Sections 28 and 33, 

across 330th St for Marelle Knudsen.  Motion carried, all voting Aye. 

The Engineer received a quote from Cedar Valley to pave the remainder of German Ave 

by the Dollar General store in Holstein for $97,370.50.  The Engineer presented the quote 

to the City of Holstein and they were not interested in the project at the present time. 

Discussion was held on replacing or repairing a culvert on the M15 project.  It was 

the consensus of the Board to repair the culvert. 

Schubert moved and Drey seconded the motion to approve Tristan Senhen as an 

Engineering Technician in the amount of $21.00 per hour, effective May 13, 2019.  Motion 

carried, all voting Aye. 

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

the Decommissioning Agreement between MidAmerican Energy Company and Ida County, Iowa for 

the Ida Grove II Wind Energy Project.  Motion carried, all voting Aye.  

Schubert moved and Drey seconded a motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

the amended Ida Grove Wind Energy Road Agreement and Collection Easement Agreement.  

Motion carried, all voting Aye.  Both agreements are on file and maybe reviewed in the 

Auditor’s Office or on the idacounty.org website. 

At 10:00 a.m., this being the time and place as published, for the consideration of 

fuel bids.  There was 1 bid received from Sexton Oil Co. in Danbury, Iowa.  #1 Diesel 

$.082 for 20,000 gallons, #2 Diesel $.079 for 65,000 gallons and Gasohol-$.078 for 15,000 

gallons.   Leonard moved and Drey seconded a motion to approve said bid.  Motion carried, 

all voting Aye. 

An annual review was held with Engineer Williams and the Engineer declined a closed 

session. 

Leonard moved and Drey seconded a motion to approve Resolution 19-19 TIF transfer to 

Secondary Roads for $170,477.38 from Tif #1 and $11,480.07 from TIF #2.  Motion carried, 

all voting Aye. 

Drey moved to approve Resolution 19-20 transferring $14,774 from the Post Closure 

Fund to the Landfill Fund.  Leonard seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye. 

 A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

a contract for GASB 75 actuarial services from Nyhart Company, Inc.  Motion carried, all 

voting Aye. 

 Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign an agreement for ISAC HIPAA 

in the amount of $1,750 for FY20.  Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all voting 

Aye. 

 A motion by Drey and seconded by Leonard to approve the Clerk of Court Report.  

Motion carried, all voting Aye. 

 Conservation Director Paige Alesch submitted a resignation,  effective June 19, 

2019.  Leonard moved and Drey seconded a motion to accept said resignation.  Motion 

carried, all voting Aye. 

 Drey moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a FY-20 Solutions IT Service 

Agreement in the amount of $25,150 for FY20.  Leonard seconded the motion and it carried, 

all voting Aye. 

 A motion by Drey and seconded by Leonard to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

a Conflict of Interest Policy.  Motion carried, all voting Aye. 

 Drey moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a Fraud Reporting Policy.  

Leonard seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye. 

 A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign 

Resolution 19-21 Procurement Policy.  Motion carried, all voting Aye.
